THE CHEAT MILLER FARM DOG TU1A1* 


Strange indeed ar* the vagarien of the 


law, and he who once seeks to gain redre»fl 
for real or fancied wrongs through the 
courts of justice often finds hemaeif at the 
beginning of a aeriea of troubles that, if 
they cease during the period usually al- 
lotted to human life, leave the participant 
penniless, or in worse condition than when 
be commenced. Bat ever since Tbomts 
Jtffereon raid "we hold these truths to be 
self-evident, that man is possessed of three 
inalienable righto, which are a wife, lager 
?eer and the pursuit of horse thieves/' 
there have been oases where a legal trib- 
unal became neoeesar;; especially so in a 
town devoid of clothes Hues, trees and vig- 
lanoe committees. Among the great cases 
.hat have been submitted to the law in the 
oil region there has occurred none that ex- 
cited more universal interest, nor in tbe 
decision of which so much baa been at 
stake, nor ig many great principles in- 
volved, as in the celebrated "dog; case" 
which was brought to a final heaving in 
his city on Saturday evening last. The 
oircnmstanoda of tha crime are familiar to 
all, yet we give a brief review ol the facts 
connected with the case.

CAUSE OF TYPHOID FBVKR.—As there 


has been more or less typhoid fever lately 
in this vioinity, th ecauaeof that diseaoa 
may not prove uninteresting. At one time 
it was supposed to arise from foul air or 
sewerage contamination, but this disease 
appears, according to recent medical au- 
thority, to prevail more in some parts of 
tbe country where there are no sewers. 
In 1870 there occurred a severe outbreak 
of tlis fever in Islington, a part of Lon- 
don, England. 
Here there waa neither 


bad drainage, m|aam, nor a poor water 
s apply; in fact, the whole surroundings 
were perfectly healthy. The oaaee were 
not confined to tbe poor, bnt on the other 
hand most of them were among the 
wealthy.

o»«ea occurred within ten weeks, and t 
ty persons died. This pnezled the doctors, 
and a most thorough and rigid examina- 
tion of it by the medical faculty ensued. 
Among the large mans of evidence elicited, 
it was found that ont of 160 families sup- 
plied with milk from a particular dairy, 
seventy suffered from typhoid fever, and 
that it attacked females and children, the 
largest consumers of milk, ont of all pro- 
portion, and in many cases the only per- 
ons in the family who had tbe fever were 
bose who had used the milk. The fact that 
tbe milk was poisonous was soon estab* 
iahed. The well from which this milk 
was watered was an old underground 
ank, built of wood, end in part fallen 
way and undergoing the process of decay. 
[tie canee of this disease may therefore be 
attributed to a vegetable and not to an 
animal origin, as heretofore supposed. 
ieanwhile, look ont for watered milk '.
